From Dry Areas 


A renewal of arrangements 
for the removal of settlers trom 
the drought areas of south- 
eastern Alberta has been made 
by the Provincial Department 
of Agriculture with the railway 
companies and the federal 
government, This has _ been 
done owing to the request re- 
ceived from a number of farm- 
ers in the areatwho have been 
faced with tho prospect of an- 
other crop failure this year and 
desire to be removed to other 
locations in the province. The 
provincial government does not 
attempt-to influence the settlers 
as to the docation to which they 
will move, but assists them in 
moving and getting located. In 
an effort to interest these sett- 
lers in the irrigated lands of 
the Lethbridge Northern irri- 
gation district, James Pike, 
colonization manager of the 
district, has canvassed the sit- 
uation, and now has 100 ap- 
plications for locations on the 
tract.

Dental Examination of Champion 
School Children, June 1925 


Calgary, Alberta, July 24th, 1825, 

Editor Champion Chronicle, 

Champion, Alberta :— 

Sir,—I am enclosing herewith a deatiled copy of the Dental 
dxamination which I made in June of the children of Champion 
School. As there was considerable detail to be worked out in 
this matter, it has been a trifle delayed, but I would be glad to 
have you give this a prominent place in your publication, at as 
early a date as you find convenient. I might add for your in- 
formation that this work was carried on with the consent of the 
school board, and co-operation of the teachers, and the 
examination was made gratis. I shall write a small note that 
you might insert below this chart calling the attention ot the 
parents to the fact that the care of the temporary teeth early is 
important, but as the age increases the number of fillings for 
temporary teeth decreases, until fianally at the age of 11, I do 
not recommend the filling of these teeth at all, It should also 
be noticed the number which at the early age of 7 years require 
permanent fillings, and this number gradually increases us the 
age, when at the age of 13 eleven children, require 35 fillings 
in permanent teeth. It will be noticed too the great percent- 
age that require cleaning, and a few X-rays; the latter are 
cases in which the permanent teeth have not come in at all or 
require straightening. I might add that nearly all those that 


are marked O, K. are students in which I have completed their 
dental work previous to examination. TI shall call and see you 
Monday next when in Champion, Thanking you.

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In reference to the above record attention is called to the 
fact of the need for care in temporary teeth (baby teeth) as they 
in turn guide the permanent ones into place, their early loss or 
too long retention causing misplacement of the permanent 
teeth, Also the fact that the temporary teeth having cavities, 
and being against the permanent teeth, they in turn decay the 
latter. It is particularly noticeable at the early ages of 6 and7 
fillings are required. Thisyradually increses as the ages, until 
the ages of about 14 is reached when the permanent teeth are so 
badly gone they have to be extracted, Those children marked 
for X-rays, have teeth coming irregularly, or are entirely absent,

RHUBARB 


(Experimental Farms Note.) 

Nearly every home garden has a 
few roots af rhubarb. 
quires but little work and care and 
yields generously. 

Autum planting is satisfactory and 
is preferred to spring planting if roots 
are brought from distant nurseries, as 
shoots commence to grow in very 
euly spring. Red-stalked varieties 
are in favour. Some new varieties 
such as “Ruby” developed by the 
Central Experimental Farm, Ottawa, 
and the Macdonald College rhubarb 
possess distinct advantages over many 
old-time commercial varieties. 

Many people seek information upon 
the causes of plants sending forth 
many seedstalks, and what had best 
be done under the circumstances. Of 
ccurse, it is the nature of plants to 
attempt to produce seeds but this pro- 
duction of seed stalks is stimulated 
when plants do not receive fair treat- 
ment. When stalks are harvested 
very closely and late in the season the 
plants become weakened. 

To get pleasing results from the 
rhubarb plantation it is well to always 
leave a few leaf stalks on the plant, 
remove seed stalks as soon as they 
appear by cutting off near the stump; 
cease harvesting the crop by the cpop 
by the end of June, and fertilize 
heavily in early July, This treatment 
will give the plants a chance to be- 
come, and remain, sturdy and to store 
up much reserve food which will pro- 
vide resonrces for the sending out of 
a heavy crop of sturdy stalks the next 
spring. Well rotted cow manure is 
excellent fertilizer and this may be 
supplemented with commercial fertil- 
izer if even better results are desired.
